ORDINANCE No. 133. 


An Ordinance 
Requiring All

Closets to be Located on the Alleys 
of the City of Ada.

That it shall be the duty of 
of the City scavenger to notify the 
owner or persons

washed into the branches or gulleys 
running through th^ said city, within 
three days from the service of said no­ 
tice. 
Section 3. Any person violating any 
provision of this ordinance, upon con­ 
viction before the Mayor of the City 
of Ada, shall be deemed guilty of a 
misdemeanor and shall be fined in any

Dr. Poch, the Austrian anthropo­ 
logist, who has spent a long time in 
New Guinea studying its natives and 
its geography, tells of a remarkable 
variety of grass that makes fierce 
warfare upon other kinds of vegeta­ 
tion so that practically nothing else 
grows where it gets a foothold. 
The natives call it alang. 
It has a 
tall, thick and tough stalk, but 
its 
greatest peculiarity is its roots, which 
spread out through every particle of 
earth they reach and give it a matted 
texture something like felt. There is 
really no room left for the the roots 
of any other kind of vegetation. 
Fields of alang cannot exist in for­ 
ests because the plant does not thrive 
in the shade. 
Neither can any kind 
of tree make headway in a patch of 
alang. 
The two kinds of vegetation are an­ 
tagonistic. 
One will not grow where 
the other exists. Large patches of 
alang are found surrounded by tim­ 
ber and remain there like islands, for 
no trees will grow in them. Between 
the alang and the forest is a sort of 
neutral zone, for the shade of the high 
trees prevents the development of the 
grass. 
The New Guinea natives help to ex­ 
tend the area covered by this grass. 
Each year they make a new clearing 
in the forest for their little planta­ 
tions. 
As soon as these are aban-

It is believed that the Germans will 
make the American boats hustle as 
they will be fighting it out in their 
home waters and under different con­ 
ditions from those met at Marble­ 
head, but the three boats which go 
across will be handled as well as 
any three boats which could be picked, 
for it would be hard to get three bet­ 
ter skippers than Frank Macomber, 
Jr., of the Chewink, J. l^ewls Stack- 
pole of the Spokane and Sumner H. 
Foster of the Marblehead. 
They will 
have good crews. 
On the Spokane 
will be two experienced boat sailors, 
who raced with Mr. Stackpole, while 
on the Chewink will be Benjamin C. 
Tower, a relative of the German am­ 
bassador, Charlemagne Tower, and 
Matthew Boles, who sailed with Mr. 
Macomber on the Chewink VI. and 
other boats. Sumner Foster will have 
along with him his brother, Haverly 
Foster, a Harvard athlete, and Thomas 
Claflin, another Harvard man who has 
bad plenty of experience in small boat 
racing.

The starting line is 
determined by ranges on the shore, 
and a starting steamer is anchored 
on this line, at one side of the channel, 
and a flag boat at the other. 
On the 
steam er's mast are three large black 
boards, 
or 
fields, 
and

white 
boards, past which a red starting ball 
slides. 
A preparatory gun is fired at lf 
o’clock, and the red ball is hoisted to 
the lowest black field. At one-minute 
intervals it is hoisted one field higher. 
At the expiration of five minutes it 
is at the masthead. 
A gun is then 
fi;»ed. This is the signal for the start. 
The rul£s provide that when the re­ 
sult of the races has been determined 
the committee may recall the other 
boats and declare the race finished. 
The dates, rules, etc., for the Span­ 
ish match have not yet been arranged. 
It is possible that part of the races 
may be sailed at the watering place 
of San Sebastian and part at the 
commercial port of Bilbao.

All Other Kinds of Vegetation, 


Dr. Poch, the Austrian anthropo- 


logist, who has spent a long time in 
New Guinea studying Its natives and 
Its geography, tells of-a remarkable 
variety of grass that makes fierce 
warfare upon other kinds of vegeta- 
tion so that practically nothing else 
grows where It gets a foothold. 
The natives call it alang. slt has a 


tall, thick and tough' stalk, • but 
Its 


greatest peculiarity Is its roots, which 
spread out through every particle of 
earth they reach and give It a matted 
texture something like felt. There is 
really no room left for the the roots 
of any other kind of vegetation. 


Field* of alang cannot exist In for- 


ests because the plant does not thrive 
In the shade. Neither can any kind 
of tree make headway in a patch of 
alang. 
The two kinds of vegetation are an- 


tagonistic. One will not grow where 
the other exists. Large patches of 
alang are found surrounded by Um- 
ber and remain there like Islands, for 
no trees will grow in them. Betwe.en 
the alang and the forest is a sort of 
neutral zone, for the shade of the high 
trees prevents the development of the 


The New Guinea natives help to ex- 


tend the area covered by this grass. 
Each year they make a new clearing 
In the forest for their little planta- 
tions. As soon as these are aban- 


inal In Captivity.

windward and leeward courses, as 
here. 
This is due, in part, to diffi- 


culty in getting sea room In which to 
lay out such a course. 


The starting line Is across an estu- 


ary, or arm of the sea. in Kiel harbor, 
which has a wluth from shore to shore 
of about a mile and a width ot prac- 
ticable channel of about half a mile. 
The boats are started on a straight 
line to a mark boat anchored in mid- 
channel, northeast three-fourths ot a 
mile. On turning that they begin sail- 
ing a triangle. 


The course Is sailed twice around, 


the full distance being 14.5 nautical 
miles. 
The direction in which the 


boats are sent around depends on the 
direction of the wind. 


On two sides the course parallels 


the 10-meter depth line of the chan- 
nel. An onshore breeze In this depth 
of water results In a strong chop, 
which in high winds is very trying. 
According to reports from the govern- 
ment observatory at Kiel the wind 
averages above 20 knots an hour there 
throughout August. 


The German method of starting 


their races is somewhat different from 
the American. The starting line is 
determined by ranges on the shore, 
and a starting steamer Is anchored 
on this line, at one side of the channel, 
and a flag boat at the other. On the 
steamer's mast are three large black 
boards, or fields, and two white 
boards, past which a red starting ball 
slides. 


A preparatory gun Is fired at 11 


o'clock, and the red ball Is hoisted to 
the lowest black field. At one-minute 
Intervals It is hoisted one field higher. 
At the expiration of five minutes It 
is at the masthead. 
A gun is then 


fifed. This is the signal for the start. 


The rules provide that when the re- 


sult of the races has been determined 
the committee may recall the other 
boats and declare the race finished. 


The dates, rules, etc.. for the Span 


,=h match have not yet been arranged. 
It Is possible that part ot the races 
may be sailed at the watering place 
of San Sebastian and part at the 
commercial port of Bilbao.

Nordioa, and she has avowed 
her purpose to bring that dream to re- 
alization. The close friends of the 
prlma donna know that the plans for 
carrying out such a gigantic project 
have been carefully nursed for many 
years. At first they were Immature;

taken on such a substantial form that 
their consummation Is now practical- 
ly assured. Mme. Nordica has pur-

to be named in her honor. 
Walter 


Damrosch, the well-known musical di- 
rector of New York, will be the flrst 
conductor of the opera house.

architect has been secured, and other 
details have been arranged and are 
arranging; so the project may be said 
to be already well launched. 


The expense of building this Ameri- 


ca's Bayreuth on the Hudson will ap- 
proximate $1,000,000, which could well 
come within Mme. Nordlca's fortune, 
but while she will bear a good share 
of It, and has already made the Initial 
outlays, such as the purchase of the 
land, etc., it Is believed that the Amer- 
ican public will join In the financial 
part of the undertaking. It Is the in- 
tention to make the opera season— 
and this season will, after the insti- 
tution is well under way, continue the 
fear around, including the summer- 
not only a high social function, but

will

charged, so that all lovers of classic 
music may have . an opportunity to 
gratify their tastes.

She 
will be the active manager of the en- 
terprise and will take a prominent, 
part In the conduct of the school and 
the opera festivals, singing in leading 
roles, and attending to many of the 
details. 


The Institution that she has taken 


as her model is located at Bayreuth. 
which is the capital of the government 
district of Upper Pranconla, Bavaria, 
at one time a principality under the 
rule of Margraves, of the house of Ho- 
henzollern. Bayreuth Is about 125 
miles north of Munich, 
and is 
the 


Mecca of the Wagnerltes, as the Wag- 
ner theater was built there especially 
for the performance of his operas. 
This theater was erected 32 years ago. 
on a hill, reached by a broad street of 
shady trees. The former residence of 
Richard Wagner, the Villa Wahnfrled, 
is not far away. Wagner is burled in 
the grounds. There is also the house 
of Jean Paul Richter, whose body lies 
In thn Central cemetery near that of 
Franz Liszt. The building of the Wag- 
ner Festival theater was the dream 
of Wagner's life, and to carry out his 
plans he secured the aid of King Louis 
II of Bavaria, which, with small sub- 
scriptions from the music lovers, 
made the proposition practicable. 


As Mme. Schumann-Heink says, one 


can not hope to reproduce the, exact 
Wagnerlan atmosphere along with the 
.V¥««n««an buildings - at •**••****- 


he-Hudson. At Bayreuth the artists 
almost invariably give their services 
without charge and follow as far as 
possible the Instructions and ideas ot 
Wagner. For the most part they dis- 
courage any exhibition of emotion on 
the part of the audience, and never 
recognize any applause that may be 
given. 
When the operas were flrst 


produced there, the audiences In- 
variably remained silent, but this rule 
Is not now generally observed, except 
in the production of "Parsifal." 
On 


those occasions the object is to secure 
every possible artistic reinforcement. 
The singer is supposed to be the mere 
agent of the literary expression, the 
auditorium Is completely darkened 
and the orchestra is placed beneath 
the stage, out of sight of the audience. 
These traditions of the musical festi- 
val have been maintained through the 
efforts of Wagner's wife and bis son- 
Siegfried. 
The site selected by Mme. Nordtca 


for her musical conservatory is one 
of the most beautiful spots on the 
Hudson. 
It Is 30 miles from New 


York on the direct line o£ a railroad 
on the east bank of the river opposite 
the Jersey shore. 
The prominence 


where the buildings are to be erected 
and which has been called Nordica 
Hill, rises 250 feet above sea level 
and commands a broad sweep of the 
Hudson for 25 miles, unrolling one of 
the most magnificent panoramic views 
that can b< seen anywhere, not ox- 
ceptlng the Rhine. A short distance 
from this hi:? Is another which will 
probably be reserved for the home 
site of Nordica, as she Intends to build 
a substantial villa near the scene of 
her endeavors. This hill comprises 
about flve acres and has been called 
Piney Point, because of the thick 
growth of pine trees that covers It. 
To the north of this eminence there 
runs down sheer for nearly SOO feet 
a precipice of solid rock. To the south- 
east runs the Croton river, along 
banks lined with forest trees.

THE OLD DOWER CHEST 


Point to Invasion. 


"Do not all these signs point to an 


Intended invasion? Where could this 
be? Certainly not on the Asiatic con- 
'tlnent, for another war with Russia 
would not be In the present Interests 
of Japan. 
To crush the American 


forces In the Philippines would cer- 
tainly not demand such extensive 
preparations, but would indicate some 
vast undertaking, which will strain 
her sinews to the utmost. Since Japan 
does not consider the moment to 
strike opportune, It is the serious duty 
of America to lose no time in perfect- 
ing her defenses and guarding against 
a surprise.

"As an adequate protection against

It has been suggested that It evolved 
from 
Pandora's box. 
The Greek 


meaning of Pandora la "a gift," and 
long ago the chest was called a. Pan- 
dora chest. 


Two versions of the Pandora story 


are extant—one that the casket con- 
tained all the evils of mankind, while 
mother version makes Pandora open 
i casket containing the winged bless- 
ings of the gods, allowing them all to 
sscape except delusive Hope. 


The-following beautiful little story 


is, however, the most authentic origin 
af the dower chest: 


When Scotland was young and leg- 


•nd and fact were barely distinguish- 
able, an ancient king originated the 
iower .chest.

Mariadne was to wed a young noble, 
and when the time came for the nup- 
tials a most disastrous thing hap- 
pened. 


The Scots, it must be remembered, 


at this time were a very barbarous 
people and constantly at war among 
themselves and with others. It hap- 
pened that the king's throne was 
rather unsteady at this period be-' 
cause of a powerful clan, long since 
extinct, that was making war on his 
majesty. The day before the wedding 
the king was attacked Very suddenly 
and unexpectedly by this clan, and 
while he was victorious it was not be- 
fore the great left wing of his castle 
was destroyed by fire and, what was 
still more tragic, all the Princess 
Marladne's wedding gifts were bidden 
In that wing and they, too, were des- 
troyed.
